eelen upon the League of Natioas 
Issue. , 

The League of Nations, accomplish- 
ments of tiie democratic 4idministra- 
tion in its seven years of power, es^ 
pedally with regard to the federal 
rw er ve law and the rural credit;^ bill, 
were the keynotes of hi.s speech. 

l^ouching lightly upon the speech of 
Governor Edwis P. Morrow, in which 
hs is quotofi as havinjr said American 
membership in the League of Nation.s 
tvouUI mean American boys putting 
ioun wars in Timbuctoo and Siam. 
Jlr. Roosevelt declared that the Ken- 
tucky governor was either entirely 
ignorant ef the bovenant of the 
league or wa.s wilfully misrepresent- 
ing the facts to Kentucky voters. He 
declared that the qpeedt of the Ken- 
tucky provernor was a pait of the 
ropubiicun campaign of misrepresen- 
tadkm wldcH has bssn geiag on for 
more than a yeaA 

Exidainteg Artide X, Mr. Roose- 
^ said that the rspoUicaB state- 
ment that Fnpland has six TOtes to 
our one was '.'so fal^e as to be ri- 
dienlous. Where England has six 
Votes, which every school boy knows, 
Who iius read the covenant, in the 
Icagne asseniUy, as the debating so- 
ciety in the council. Where action can 
be taken England has one vote as we 
have and oor vote will coont as moeh 
toward m'aintaining the peace of the 
Mrorid as the votes of any other na- 

Taking up- the accomplishments of 
the tlemoci-atic pai-ty during its ad- 
ministratfon and during three suc- 
cessive democratic congresses be- 
fore tlie last one, Roosevelt declared 
that the "most rabid republican cam- 
paijrnci.- cduIiI not deny that more 
vital and construction legislation had 
been placed ^loa the statute books 
than has ever been enacted in a sim- 
ilar period in our history." 

"The whoje republican plan was 
based OB the theory that special 
bankers were the only people fit to 
control ear national fmances. That 
was the principle of the Aldrich bill, 
which a democratic congresa killed. 
I naddition to this the Aldrich bill 
left many distinct loopholes for the 
control of money matters for political 
and partisan purposes.

It was becau.se of tliis system that 
we were able to finance thi- w;ir.' 

**We were able to e.xtcsti cre<lit to 
the nations Vitally associated with as 
In the conduct of the wai- at a time 
when financial assistance to them 
was necessary for military reasons^ 
and today ar enational fisanoi s are 
truly in the hands of the people and 
not any srtfish groaps of capitalists. 

"I charge that it is a part of the 
t>ian of those special interests who 
are fcririad the caadidaey of Senator 
Harding to revise t!>c fe<IoraI re- 
serve act in case of his election .yrith 
'a republican c ong ress in sndi a way 
as to restore the principles of the 
Aldrich banking law. I charge that 
they seek to tske away the powers 
of the federal reserve board and to 
transfer those powers into the hands 
ef what they call 'practical' bankers 
in the half dozen important flnantis] 
centers of the country. 
**lt isnnASeessary to point out what 



would be the effect on the farmer, 
on the small merchant, on the home 
builder, and, in fact, indirectly on the 
life of every citizen. The country 
had hopes that it had got away from 
that kind of government. It is the 
kind of sound govemmest for which 
republican!) are asking a return at 
the present time." 

Appeals To Women 

Mr. Roosevelt made a strong .ap- 
peal for the women to vote the demo- 
cratic ticket because of the League 
of Nations, "the great moral issue of 
the campaign." 

"Voting is not only a privilege but 
a duty,* Mr. Roosevelt declai-ed. "And 
a great /danger exists If the women 
vote along partisan lines." 

Urging that women voters .study 
the platforms of both parties^ Roose- 
velt said his only fear was that the 
women of the country, jMirtJcuIarly 
those of the bluegrass and souhtland, 
would not take advantage of the op- 
portunity ofTorded them. 

Roosevelt came into Kentucky on 
the C. & O. from the east. He spoke 
at Mt. Sterling and Winchester before 
reaching Lexington. At Lexington he 
was intro<luced by W. Holers Clay, 
democratic nominee for judge. t>; li r 
court of appeals in this district. Mr. 
Roosevelt spoke to a monster meeting 
at Looisville Friday night.

The 
price of wheat already has faller 
Ix low the price formerly fixed by 
the government without a paral- 
lel decline in the cost of bread to 
the consumer, and the producer 
stands to lose on his crop. 

"I am a farnier and know some- 
thing about the cost of produc- 
ducing; nor can I agree with the 
statement of Senato rHarding in 
the Congressional Record, page 
5,269, July 19, 1917, and again on 
July 21, as recorded on page 5,350, 
of the Record, when he said that 
wheat could be grown profitably 
for $1 a bushel. 

"The depression in the demand 
for raw commodities, of course, 
is due to the instability of foreign 
exchange, and to the inability of 
Europe to obtain necessary credit, 
for the reason that financial se- 
curity rests on social security, de- 
nied to the remainder of the 
world by our refusal to co-oper- 
ate m the establishment and 
maintenance of order." 

Large manipulators of raw ma- 
terials in the United States, he 
said, ^ were taking an unfair ad- 
vantage of closed foreign mar- 
kets by "cheating the producer on 
one hand with low prices and ex- 
ploiting the consumer on the oth- 
er hand with high prices." 

While the high cost of living 
was an issue in the campaign, he 
said, "the League is the , para- 
mount issue, because there can be 
no hope for permanent prosperity 
and peace until it is accepted." 

Gov. Cox has essayed la coun- 
ter attack upon the republican 
drive now centering upon Article 
X of the league covenant. 

Being asked where he stood as 
to belief in it, he said :

The attendance in the Normal School, is about 55 per cent larger than 
for the same time last year. The attendance in the Model Hi^ is perfect, 
since it is a limited school. The attendance in the other sc'iools also is per- 
fect since they are limited to ideal numbcr.s. No more .^tudent.'^ can be ad- 
mitted to the model schools in any grades unless some stuilent gives up his 
place. We have quite a waiting list at this time. The correspondence de- 
partment is ^Mowin;? rapidly. In this d^iaitment we are oSveing hi^ 
school and college courses by mail. 

The women's dormitory, Sullivan Hall, has room for possibly twenty 
more women; and the men's dormitory is nearly full. If the school in- 
creases as usual during the first term our 'dormitory room will be filled be- 
fore Thanksgiving^— a thing that has never happraed before. The qnest^m 
now worryi ng me is: What are we going to do at the beginning of the Thiid 
tei-m when the big attendance begins? There are good grounds for believing 
that at least 500 new students will want to enter. True is it that we have 
two dormitories goinp: up which will accommodate 112 women and 65 men. 
Even when finished they will not approximate our neetls. From present in- 
dications the future attendance at Eastern will be measured by the accom- 
modations furnished by the State and by Richmond. It is clearly to the in- 
terest of Richmond that we have a laige stndoit body. What are we going 
to do about it? Very truly yours,

To the Public: 

The foregoing letter from T. J. Coates, President of (Mir Normal, is self- 
explanatory His concluding question is (juite important. I am unable to 
answer it and pass it to the good iK>eple of Richmond for answer. It is 
manifest that in the near futui-e ouf dormitories will be fall and the new 
ones are not to be finished until in March, 1921. 

I again invite and urge the people to assist the Normal ail they can by 
furnishing rooms at reasonable prices and report to F. C. Gentry what they 
can do as soon as possible. About 100 male students who were wounded in 
our late war with Germany and who are allowed $80.00 per month b.v the 
United States to go to school on, made application to come to our Normal, 
but our people did not respond as quickly as the United State required, and 
hence they were sent to places wlu<di had responded more promptly. If 
they had come here they would have spent in this ccmmiunity about $8,000 
per month for -one' year among the people. I thus again express the hope 
that the Normal be furnished all requested information on tiie rooming 
question promptly and that the people of Ridimond consider the importance 
to them as a business proposition the providing of rooms for as many stu- 
dents as they possibly can. Solely as a business matter this ia impo^c^wHito 
housekeepers, merchants and the people.

men started at Winchester and have 
reached the Madison county line. 
While it will ' be some time before 
the line is open for sei-vice, it will 
admit of many delays being eliminat- 
(h\ when completed, and will be ap- 
preciated by the numerous patrons. 

The Cumberland Telephone and 
Telegraph company, which has been 
taking time by tiie for^ock since the 
.'Street paving work began, is .still 
busy about the city, a big crew of 
woiidnen "being bosily engaged in 
placing poles and adding new equip- 
ment tothe city seivice. This has 
been given ^^d^fensive attention during 
the past few months. The woik was 
really started last spring during the 
sleet r.torms and has not yet been 
finished. Miles of new wire have 
been Strang and lines have been 
changed, owing to the various changes 
in the county roads, and the woilc 
has been equally extensive and con- 
stant in the country as in the city. 
There are still a few of the largo 
poles to be placed, but this will be 
finished before the paving is com- 
pleted, thur, installing j)olcs, etc., 
more securely.

I n'-;.>roes of Louisville held a rall}\ 
jlhis week to push tlie candidacy 
jof Richard Lovett, a young' negro, 
for the Board of Education, and 
to unify opposition to the million 
dollar school bond issue here. 
' The "Kentucky Reporter." a 
negro newspajier, in giving an ac- 
count of this meeting described 
the candidate "Mr. Lovett r 
young man of sterling qualities. 
He is a race man through ai 
throu<;ti, and "never admits for 
moment any inferiority pr any in- 
cfiuality of man on accdflnf of ¥bl- 
(>r or rnce. " He has always taken 
an active part in organizations 
and movements whose purpose it 
i - to Ijctter conditions." 

W in. Warlcy. the younp" negro 
who ran for the legislatr.re in 
Louisville ,but was cotmted out 
hy a scant margin in the republi- 
can primary: I. Willis Cole .lii.' R. 
T. r>{ rry. negro newspaper men. 
all declared in speeches tliat the 
colored people do not share in par 
ty or governmental affairs in any 
where near their voting strength. 
They urged opposition to the liond 
issue for Louisville schools on the 
ground that it represented taxa- 
tion without representation. A 
successful figlit on tlTc l)onds they 
stated, would '^ecure a large meas- 
ure of recr)gnition from the pow- 
ers that be. not only in polities 
but in education and in all matters 
affecting the \\ liite people. 

The m.eeting was regarded as 
marking the I)cginning of a move- 
ment on the part of the colored 
race in Louisville to secure for 
themselves more recognition in 
local affairs. It is estimated that 
there are 25.000 negro voters in 
Louisville, which means that the 
Democrats need a two to tme ad- 
vantage on ths^ white vote in or- 
der to run the republicans an even 
race in this district.
